Noted Murderer Who Killed Wife 
After Career of Crime 



Leave* Frankfort and Life Sentence After 
Yean in Penitentiary. 



Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 6.— In the 
midst of all the excitement aris- 
ing from the big political eventa 
happening in the capital city to- 
day two life convicts made good 
their escape from the penitenti- 
ary, and are as yet at Urge. 

Albert Win*, of Louisville, 
serving a sentence for murder, 
and John Clark, of Shelhyville, 
are the men. The former had 
been an intimate for fifteen 
years, and the latter for seven. 

W ing murdered his wife, the 
killing being of a most sensation- 
al and brutal character ever 
known in Louisville. He would 
have been hung but for the fHCt 
that the murdered woman's fath 
er appeared in the court room, 
broken with sorrow and asked, 
that no more blood he idied, re- 
questing that Wing be given a 
life sentence. 

Both were trusties Wing De- 
mean orderly in the Warden's 
office, and Clark serving as one 
of the assistant guards. In these 
capacities they had wide liberty 
within the confines of the build 
tug and grounds. 

The men were missed at u 
o'clock when the rest of the pris 
oners were being returned to 
the cells. Immediate search was 
made but without avail. Other 
prisoners said that they had seeu 
the two drinking whiskey during 
tbe afternoon, and it is supposed 
that tbe source from which they 
received the wet goods may have 
•applied them with a change of 
garments, allowing them to pass 
unnoticed iu the great throng 
that ills the city. 

All over the state wires were 
kept hot, and every train that 
will pall iuto the various cities 
bordering on Frankfort or its 
railroads will be watched and 
searched. The escape created a 
sensation, and the warden be- 
lieves it to have been the result 
of a carefully laid plot. 



Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 0.— The

defense. All of the men in the 
jury box are subject to peremp- 
tory challenge of which each side 
has thirty. 

Legal insanity at the time of 
the tragedy is to be the sole de- 
fense. This was made clear at 
the very outset of the proceed- 
ings today when Mr. Littleton 
formeally served notice that the 
former plea of not guilty was 
ameudedeby the specification that 
the defendant was insane when 
the homicide was committed.

TWO TOWNs WERE RAIDED 

BY THE SAME MOB. 
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Carlisle, Kv., Jan. 7.— Twenty 
men rode into Bethel, Bath 
county, last night about 11 
o'clock. Shortly afterward fire 
was discovered iu the large to- 
bacco warehouse of Allie Robert 
eon. Building was consumed bv 
the flames together with over 
half million pounds of tobacco 
The large grocery establishment 
and postofflee of Peters Bros., 
naukht fire from the warehouse 
aud also burned together with 
most of its contents. Sberburue. 
aix miles away, was next visited 
by these same twenty men, and 
the large tabacco warehouse of 
Th omas Dnucherty was also 
burned. This barn coutaiued 
about three hundred thousands 
pounds of tobacco in the bulk 
and feu priced hogsheads of to- 
bacco. Each of these dealers 
had been jjiveu warning not to 
buy auy more tobacco, and it is 
said they agreed to do so, but 
had not kept their promise, aud 
the above is the result. All tele- 
phone wires in that section were 
cut. Peters Bros., loss over in- 
prance is $8,000. Uobertsou's 
loss on his Im-n is only *l,6O0, 
bis tobacco being fully covered 
by insurance. Daugherty's loss 
h IdjOOO over insurance.

purchase but one locomotive and 
one car, it would be wiser to 
make the purchase than it would 
be to spend the money for wheel 
barrows. 

If you are trying to make ;i 
store or business venture of any 
kind "run" and your available 
money for advertising will buy 
bfffctine inch of space in each 
issue of your best newspaper, it 
would be better to devote it to 
that purpose than it would be to 
use it in curcularizing or any 
other "advertising" of uny sort. 

Of course, a hundred wheel- 
barrows would cost a great deal 
less than one railroad car — but 
they would also be worth a great 
deal less when it comes to opera- 
ting the railroad. A ton or so of 
posters and circulars might cost 
lS88 than would a moderate 
amount of space for a whole year 
in a good newspaper, but they 
would be worth less, too, in the 
matter of operating your store or 
enterprise. 

It would not be hard for the 
railroad builder to decide be- 
tween wheelbarrows or cars as 
rolling stock ; and it should not 
be hard for the merchant to de- 
cide between circulars and news- 
paper advertising as store pro.

'cuotson fat ppring chicken, for, 
thanks to the foresight of Secre- 
tary Wilson aud his lieutenants, 
no soouer hud the clang of the 
fire bells died out than provisiou 
al purchase was made of seeds to 
replace those destroyed, and 
these were delivered iu Wash- 
ington and held subject to the 
action of the Sixtieth Congress 
on the Department's request for 
an emergency appropriation to 
refill the bins of the restored 
seed warehouse. The measure, 
as everyone knows, went through 
and this week it developed that 
the Department is about ready 
to inaugurate its anuual distribu- 
tion of the seeds, a result of Con- 
gressional suggestion.

REBUKES BROWN30N. 

Roosevelt Qlves Out Letter Wrlttet 
Him by Rear Admiral. 



Waahington. Jan G. — The preslder 
Monday afternoon gave out the letf 
from Rear Admiral Wlllard H. Brown 
son. resigning as chief of the hurra h 
of navigation, and which resulted If 
the severe excoriation of the admlra' 
ntihllahed Monday morning, by the 
sldent. The letter pays in part: 

"The recent order placing a medical 
officer In comma«4 p a hospital ship. 
In my opinion, and as I have endeav 
ored on several occasion* to point out 
to you. is clearly opposed to the Intent 
of the law; is a PaAtal departure from 
eatabllshed naval B9gg*J and Is fraught 
with danger to the efficiency of the 
fleet: will tend. I believe, to break 
down the military merit of the aervlc-v 
and shows a want of your confidence 
In my advice regarding a matter sc 
vital to the best interest of the sor 
vice. I am left', therefore, wlt'i no nl 
ternatlve but to tender my resign n 
tlon aa chief of the bureau of navlgr> 
tion. much as I regret to aeve.- n 
active connection with the servlc 
which I have been devoted and 
which I have given my best efforts f ir 
over 46 years." 

The president's answer to this let 
ter follows: 

"Sir: I accept your realgnatlon. fee. 
take effect Immediately. You will this 
afternoon turn over your office to your 
aaalstant, Capt. WinBlow. Informing 
him that he la to act until such time 
aa your aucceaaor Is appointed and 
qualifies"
